SALOON FOE OF EFFICIENCY.

“The salocn s beating & swift retreat
before the new watchword of the warld'a
hiiness men—"aMcleney’" declured Dr.
Albert Banks, in his address today,

“It was not many vears ago,” sald Doc-
tor Banks, “whoen the forces of big busi-
nesn wore solldly arrayed ngninst tha
prohibition movement, That time now
Is paat. Three-fourths of the mill accl-
dents of flve years ago were tracenble to
tha salecn. Whan we began legislating
aguinst mill accldents—making the owher
pay for them—he Investigaled and he
found that liquor, Instead of putling dol-
lars i his pocket, was taking them out,
nned he lined up with us. He wanted effl-
clency and ho la gotting It—by NAghting
the saloon.

‘““Ths only good thing that haa come
out of this senselesa European war (8
the grent Impetus given the temperance
movement,'” sald Doctor Banks, “Gen-
ernls want eMelent men and officers, and
the firat thing they did was to leglslate
the naleohiol school out of existence,
Russin, England, France and Germany
saw what the saloon waa doing to thelr
morale and efMclency and they took stens
to remedy it. This fact ls not golng to
be averlooked by American business men
when the time comes to vole for aboll-
tion.*

The Hev. A. C, Bane, financixl secre-
tary of the league, told the delegnies that
the United States takes beiter cure of
its livestock than it does its citlzenn,

“The Government,” he aald, "has been
willlng to provide experts to cure Lthe
hog- of ita cholera, the cow of her tuber-
culosls, while permiting hundreds of
human belnge to die dally of neglect
that is trpnceabls to the saloon door™
LIQUOR ARGUMENTS ANSWERED.

Judge Patterson, in hls address today,
reviewed In a general way the fAght for
national prohibition, taking up the argu-
ments of the Hquor Interepts one by one
and answering them. He pointed out In
reply to the statement that many persons
would he thrown out of work by prohibi-
tlon that the Federal census of 1910
showed but &,000 persons engaged In the
Uquor business in the United Btates.

“Three milllons of slaves were liberated
In the Bouth of the average value of §1000
ouch,"” he asald, “and other proporty of
all description waas wholly destroyed, and
milllons of debt were plled up on the
States for which they recelved no benefit
by the saturnalin of misrule that existed
after the surrender, yet the Government
nevar counted the losy of lUfe and treas-
ure, and tha South soon rallled her phyai-
cal angd moral forces and now is march-
ing on to the music of the Union to a
higher and richer destiny.™
